Seventeen Inches of Snow 


Piled Up and Traffic 


Delayed 


Widespread Suffering is Caused 


Throughout West—Rescued 


from Floating Ice. 


Chicago, Feb. 20.—-Chicago's 48- 


hour blizzard, with its 17-inoh fall of 
snow, claimed eight lives and injured 
scores of persons. 


It brought widespread suffering to 


the thousands of the city's poor. 


• It caused a near Approach 
to a 


milk and bread famine In tne city. 


It interrupted all street car traffic, 


and many of the utilities lines 
are 


still dut of service. 


It tied up all suburban train ^sys- 


tems for several hours, and the su- 
burban, schedules are still more or 
less normal. 


It caught the steam railroad trains 


in giant snow drifts out in the open 
country and every train due to arrive 
itt Chicago -during the pas^ two days 
was from one hour to -eight hours 
•late. Some of -them are still stalled 
In- the snow with their 
loads of 


passengers at ipointe anywhere 
from 


20 to 100 'miles from the City. 


It turned 100,000 school children 


back to their 'homes and practically 
closed every school in- Chicago. 


It disarranged the business of all 


the courts because litigants, lawyers, 
judges and jurors were 
snowbound 


and unable to reach the downtown 
districts. 


Five men. afloat on a cake of ice in 


Lake Michigan for three hours, was 
the final threatened fatality of the 
great storm. 
, 


The timely arrival of a flretug was 


all t'hat prevented the men from be- 
ing swept to death. 


Three of the men had been duck 


hunting and their boat was smashed 
by the ice. The other two had gone 
to their rescue and their boat had 
met a like fate,

British Guiana, which comparatively 
few white men have ever penetrated, 
will be the objective of the two trav- 
ellers. To reach this Mr. and Mrs. 
Beebe made careful preparations for 


their expedition^ will be obliged to 
ascend tor a considerable distance 
the Bssequibo river, one of the larg- 
est and at ±he same tirne one of the 
least known of,, the large rivers of 
northern South -America. 


With the exception of one English- 


man, 
who went up the river in 1840, 


shooting right and left and collecting 
the skins of ther strange animals he 
met with there, no scientist has even 
really explored the Bssequibo and its 
upper branches- particularly, which 
teem with wonderful tropical life of 
all kinds, are virtually unknown. It 
is to learn something of these mar- 
vels of nature, as exemplified in the 
life of the birds, animals, and rep- 
tiles of these dense South American 
forest sections, that Mr. and Mrs. 
Beebe undertake this journey.

WHY MISTAKES ARE KlADE 


M 


ISTAKES do not "happen"—they are the results of 


causes. A vast measure of time, money, and oppor- 
tunity Is lost in making mistakes and trying to rectify 


them. To correct mistakes is a good work, but to prevent 
them is a far higher achievement. The "ounce of prevention" 
may be applied by carefully considering some of the chief' 
causes of errors in business. They are: 


Carelessness, inattention and superficial interest; 
Laziness—not being willing to take the trouble; 
Accepting appearances as facts without investigation; 
Proceeding without discussion or advice; 
Impulsive'decisions not well thought out; 
Lack of foresight and preparation; 
Wrong theories and biased advice; 


, False economy and desire for gain; 
Lack of tact and thoughtfulness; 
Forgetting and neglect of duty; 
Depending on those not properly Instructed;1 


Failure to take due precautions; 
Failure to safeguard weak points; 
Overconfidence and exaggerated hopes. 


The remainder may be charitably classed as the result of 


human frailty—a last resort in explaining mistakes that can- 
not be rectified nor traced to their roots in undeveloped char- 
acter.
